_ SALT LAKE CITY (NC)—Right to life leaders 
here have lashed out at foes of the death penalty, 
accusing many of them of having weakened their. 
own case by being proponents of abortion. 

The charge was made in a statement issued on 


_ behalf of Right to Life of Utah, an affiliate of the 


National Right to Life Committee. 


ACCORDING to the statement, addressed to the 
Utah Coalition Against the Death Penalty, many 


_ civil libertarians and ministers active in the fight 


to save self-admitted murderer Gary Mark 
Gilmore from execution have been instrumental in 
diminishing the value of human life. 


. The statement was delivered on behalf of the 


Utah right to life group to a meeting of death 
penalty foes gathered to plan for a prayer vigil 
scheduled for Jan. 15. 


. Gilmore is scheduled to die before a firing squad_ 


on Jan. 17. 

According to the statement, the right to life 
group “‘questions the credibility, and indeed the 
sincerity,’’ of the death penalty opponents. 
Gilmore himself has expressed similar sentiments. 


YF CONDEMNED ‘‘members of the American 
Civil Liberties Union who actively litigated for the 
executions of 3 million innocent unborn babies,’’ 
and clergymen “‘who remained blind and silent, 
‘picking and choosing when to apply ‘Thou shalt 
not kill.’ ”’ 

The right to life group asked the prayer vigil 
organizers: “‘Where were your prayers Jan. 22, - 
1973, when the Supreme Court condemned these 
innocent babies to death without trial or jury?’’ 
‘According to the right to life statement, those who 
welcomed the removal of legal protection for the 
unborn ‘‘forfeited (their) right to defend the 
guilty.”’ 

-‘*Can you honestly expect society to care at this 
point about one man’s life when you taught that 
innocent life has so little value?’’ the statement 
asks. ‘‘Perhaps a penance service instead of a vigil 
is in order.” 


Bishop Maher's pastoral letter 


‘Right to life, religious freedom challenged’

“It is an unfortunate characteristic of our times 


that the right to life and freedom of religion have 


been challenged,’’ writes Bishop Leo T. Maher. 


His comments came in a pastoral letter, 
“Defense of Life and Religious Liberty’’, issued 
this week for the fourth anniversary of the U.S. 
Supreme Court decision legalizing abortion, 
handed down Jan. 22, 1973. 


“‘For four years now—since the fateful abortion 
decision of the U.S. Supreme Court on Jan. 22, 
1973—the law of our land had denied unborn 
children their basic right to life. The unborn are 
victims of increasing discrimination and destruc- 
tion,’’ he said. 


WHEN RELIGIOUS groups speak against ‘‘the 
victimization of the unborn, those who advocate 
abortion would have their critics silenced by 
suggesting that the First Amendment guarantees 
‘separation of church and state,’ ’’ Bishop Maher 
“said. =~ 


But, he argues, ‘‘the primary and controlling 
principle of the First Amendment is that of 
religious liberty. Religion occupies a preferred 
position in our constitutional concepts, which is 
superior to other community or individual 


interests.

“‘The “free exercise’ clause is embodied in the 
First Amendment for the purpose of protecting 
religious liberty and freedom of speech,’” Bishop 
Maher declared. 


BECAUSE THE ‘‘free exercise principal is 
bound to come into conflict with the free choice 
principle of the abortionist,’’ there are those who 
would deny the Church the right to speak in 
defense of life, the bishop asserted. 


According to the bishop, the ‘‘wall-of-separa- 
tion metaphor’ is an inaccurate description of the 
relationship between the church and. the state. 


““Complete separation of religion and govern- 
ment is not supported by history, logic or common 
sense,’’ he maintained. ‘“The separation termin- 
ology is not found in the First Amendment, but it 
is a convenient form of verbal shorthand to 
express the two explicit restraints stated in the 
Constitution in favor of freedom of religion. 


“MOREOVER, the First Amendment clearly 
connects freedom of religion with freedom of 
speech and freedom of the press. Defend free 
exercise of religion we must! Speak out and give 
witness we must! Defend life we must,’’ the 
bishop affirmed. -

Sinatra’s great interest in the parish development and 
her attendance at the sacraments. 


THE 750-SEAT church was crowded with notable 
visitors and friends for the funeral ceremony, with a 
large contingent of newspaper and television 
representatives covering the event.

Abortion draws papal fire 


VATICAN CITY—On World Peace Day 
Jan. 1, Pope Paul opened the new year with 
ringing condemnations of abortions and 
abortion laws. ‘‘Who could suppose that a 
mother would kill her offspring or let it be 
killed? What drug, what legal gilding can 
ever deaden the remorse of a woman who 
has freely and consciously murdered the 


fruit of her womb,’’ the Pope asked. His - 


words were based on the theme he chose for 
World Peace Day, ‘“‘If you want peace, 
defend life.’’ 


Statehood for Puerto Rico? 


SAN JUAN, Puerto Rico—The Puerto 
Rican bishops’ conference has taken a 
neutral stand on President Ford’s call for 
statehood for the largely Catholic island. 
However, according to NC News, Puerto 
Ricans themselves are divided into three 
camps over the issue. There are those who 
favor maintaining commonwealth status, 
those that are cautiously considering 
statehood, and there is an aggressive 
minority who call for full independence from 
“U.S. colonialism’’. 


Politicians blast Vatican 


ROME—Five Italian politicians demanded 
government action against what they termed 
the Vatican’s ‘“‘unbridled and wild real 
estate speculation’’ in this city. The demand 
was triggered by a story in a weekly 
newspaper which claimed that the Vatican 
owns a fourth of Rome’s real estate. The 
charge was branded as ‘‘mean, petty moral 
aggression written either in ignorance or bad 
faith’’, by L’Osservatore Romano, the 
Vatican newspaper.

WASHINGTON—Archbishop John Roach 
of St. Paul-Minneapolis will deliver the 
benediction at President-elect Jimmy Car- 
ter’s inauguration Jan. 20. He is one of only 
two ministers on the program. The other is 
Methodist Bishop William Cannon of 
Georgia. Archbishop Roach said he thought

VATICAN CITY—Despite recent urgings 
by theologians and others, Pope Paul will not 
lift the excommunication decreed against 
Martin Luther in 1521, according to a 
Vatican ecumenical official. But officials at 
the Vatican Secretariat for Promoting 
Christian Unity say that an ecumenical 
gesture of far greater significance is being 
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studied, Catholic recognition of the Augs- 
burg Confession—28 articles stating basic 
Lutheran beliefs—as a ‘‘legitimate expres- 
sion of Christian truth’’. 


Nuns speak out for prostitutes 


CHICAGO—The board of directors of the 
National Coalition of American Nuns 
(NCAN) has called for the decriminalization 
of, but not legalization, of prostitution. The 
board urged ‘‘changing those social 
conditions and circumstances which make 
prostitution the only available option for 
survival for too many women.’’ The board 
stressed that NCAN did not want “* ‘legaliza- 
tion’, which impoies acceptance by soci- 
ety’; but they did seek ‘“‘decriminaliza- 
tion’, which implies the action is not a crime 
against society and that the actor is not a 
criminal.’’ 


Woman priest idea ‘irrational’ 


VATICAN CITY — The demand for 
women’s ordination is an -‘‘especially 
irrational manifestation of self-defeating 
feminism,’’ according to Father Louis 
Bouyer, a French theologian, in an article in 
L’Osservatore Romano, Vatican newspaper. 
In the article, Father Bouyer attacked 
feminists who ‘‘do not see other means for 
making women equal to men than through 
the masculinization of women.”’ 


Diocese adopts marriage code 


CHEYENNE, Wyo.—This diocese has 
issued new marriage guidelines requiring all 
persons seeking to be married in the Church 
to go through a minimum of four months 
preparation for marriage. While the 
four-month period is a minimum, the 
guidelines say that ‘“‘one year would be a 
good norm’’. In the guidelines Bishop 
Hubert Newell reflected that ‘Catholics are 
not immune to the decline in marriage 
stability.” 


Permanent deacon statistics 


WASHINGTON—As of last October there 
were 1,747 permanent deacons in the U.S. 
and. another 2,507 diaconate candidates, 
according to a report by Msgr. Ernest 
Fiedler, executive director of the bishops’ 
committee on the permanent diaconate. The 
report said 90 per cent of the ordained men 
are married, eight per cent are single and 
two per cent are widowers. Most of the 
deacons are between 41 and 50 years old, 78 
per cent are white, 15 per cent are Hispanic, 
six per cent are black and one per cent are 
“‘other’’.

22 per cent, a'total reduction of 40 per cent in 
the last two years.’’ The diocese faced 
financial ruin in 1974 when it had to come up 
with more than $3.8 million to repay debts 
incurred through bond issues between 1969 
and 1971.

PHOENIX— Officials at the St. Vincent de 
Paul Charity Dining Room here report that 
at year’s end they had served nearly 
400,000 free hot meals to the needy in 1976, 
the highest total in the dining room’s 24-year 
history. “‘This is a reflection of the 
unemployment situation plus other factors,”’ 
said Mort Staab, president of the St. Vincent 
de Paul Society.

BANNING—Plans to re- 
novate the renew the dilap- 
idated and little used Catho- 
lic church in the Murongo 
Indian Reservation near here 
got a boost from a bike 
recently.

A resident of the reserva- 
tion for the past 40 years, 
Mrs. Lugo said the church 
was built many years ago and 
fell into disuse when priests 
were not available to come to 
the reservation to celebrate 
Mass, and the Indian interest 
in Catholicism waned.

Christian 
humility corresponds to the reality of things by 
placing on the first and highest level of the 
existence of a personal, omnipotent and

Science needs religion 


Religion opens up vast panoramas to man. It 
broadens our thoughts to extend beyond the 
closed room of our ordinary experience.

Mary, hope of Christian unity 


The annual observance of the Week of Prayer for. 
Christian Unity, Jan. 18-25, is an attempt to bring 
home to us all the prayer of Jesus Christ that we all 
become one, as he was one with the Father. 
Sometimes we overlook our responsibility as 
practicing Christians to work for Christian unity 
and scant attention is paid to this obligation. 


Perhaps through Mary, the mother of God, unity 
may eventually be achieved, as indicated in an 
article in SC of Dec. 16. There is much less 
divisiveness among Christians over Mary than in 
the past, perhaps because we have been able to 
show non-Catholics that our devotion to Mary as 
Mother of God is something we share with them, 
rather than a matter of disunity. 


To commemorate the Week of Prayer for 
Christian Unity | hand over the remainder of this 
column to Atonement Father Titus Cranny, director 
of the Graymoor Ecumenical Institute’s league of 
prayer for unity. Here is his article:

The Week of Prayer for Christian Unity will again 
take place during Jan. 18-25, 1977 to remind all 
Christians of the scandal of religious disunity and to 
ask God to heal the breach among all followers of 
Christ. The theme for this year is the phrase: 
“Enduring Together in Hope.’’ 

Hope is suggestive of many variations: longing, 
desire, expectation, trust. It also brings to mind a 
title for the Mother of God. Mary is honored in 
some places as Our Lady of Hope, or Mary my 
Hope. The idea of hope surely applies to her in 
regard to Christian unity. The goal of unity is far 
off, as much as we know; much hope as well as faith 
and love is required of all Christians to attain the 
goal. Hope never gives up; it looks forward to the 
hope of God always in gaining the ideal. 


Inseparable from Christ 

Vatican || reminds us that Mary is. inseparable 
from Christ. The Constitution on the liturgy states: 
“’ the Church honors with special love the Blessed 
Mary, Mother of God, who is joined by an 
inseparable bond to the saving work of her Son...’’ 
(103) 

Father Paul of Graymoor, N.Y., began the 
crusade of prayer for unity in 1908. He saw Mary in 
this light of hope for Christian unity. As an 
Anglican he loved Mary deeply and constantly. 
When he became a Catholic in 1909 together with a 
small band of followers, he continued to promote 
Marian devotion in regard to unity. He honored her 
with the title Our Lady of the Atonement both to 
stress her role in the mystery of the cross and to 
underscore her part in the attainment of unity for 
all men separated from her Son. Atonement means 
at-one-ment and Mary is Our Lady of Reconciliation 
and of Unity, always interceding for the fulfillment 
of the prayer of Jesus, ‘‘that all may be one.’’ 

Father Paul’s first writing from Graymoor was on 
Our Lady of the Atonement in a little publication 
devoted to the Blessed Virgin. About the same 


- time, October, 1901, he began a rosary league and 


asked the members to pray to Mary for the cause of 
unity. When the invocation ‘‘Queen of peace” was 
added to the litany of Loretto at the time of World 


War | he predicted that the next title to be added 
would be ‘‘Queen of unity.’’ This predication did 
not follow but he continued to promote love for 
Mary as a means of fostering religious unity. He 
liked to say that Mary is the ‘‘repairer of the 
breach’’ (Isaiah 58:12) in bringing about the unity 
of the human family. 


Mother of Unity 

Father Paul’s stress on the role of Mary was not 
new. In the fifth century St. Augustine had used the 
title, Mother of Unity. St. Germanus _ of 
Constantinople invoked Mary in these terms: 
‘’ by your’ most acceptable prayers, strong with 
the authority of motherhood, to our Lord and God, 
creator of all, your Son who was born of you without 
a father, steer the ship which is the Church, and 
bring it to a quiet harbor.’’ 


Mediaevalists honored Mary for her role-in 
standing by the cross of her Son and Saviour, 
interceding for all men and dispensing the graces to 
her sons and daughters. Pope Leo XIII wrote many 
encyclicals on Mary and on the rosary. He was 
deeply interested in and committed to the cause of 
unity. He referred to Mary as ‘‘the zealous 
guardian of unity’’ and did so much to promote 
reunion among Eastern Christians. He said that the 
rosary. is by far the best prayer to plead before 
Mary the cause of unity. ‘‘The rosary is the bond 
uniting men to Christ and bringing men to Christ.’’ 


When Newman preached his famous sermon 


‘The Second Spring’’ in 1952 at St. Mary’s in 


Oscott he recalled the glories of the Church in 
England in the past. He then asked that Our Lady 
come again upon this land so that a new springtime 
of faith and love would flourish. It would be the 
time of Our Lady’s visitation. 


Distorted devotion 
Such is our confidence in the prayers, love, and 


influence of the Mother of God. We should pray for 
a deeper understanding of the person and role of 


_ Mary among all Christians. Many Catholics honor 


Mary but some have a distorted devotion to her as 


_ though she might be more powerful than her Son or 


that she rescinds what he decrees. This is not good 
teaching. Some are fervent in love for Mary but 
seldom receive the sacraments. This is not true 
devotion. Genuine love for her enables us to grow 
in the love and in the likeness of Christ. 

A proper knowledge of Mary is necessary for a 
true understanding of Jesus. Scripture does not tell 
us a great deal about her but what it does express is 
very important. If we want to know more about her 
let us prayerfully study what the New Testament 
tells us of Jesus. 3 

Mary is the hope of Christian unity because no 
one is beyond the orbit of her prayers. Her deepest 
concern is to bring all men to her Son. The 
problems are many and time-encrusted but the love 
of a mother can surmount all difficulties because 
that is her rolein the life of men and of the Church. 
We should pray to her for unity daily so that we 
may be drawn ever closer to Christ and that we too 
may faithfully help our brothers and sisters to grow 
in the same noble task. For in all matters, and 
especially in Christian unity, Mary is ‘‘our life, our 
sweetness and our hope.’’ 


Droppeth as the gentle rain from heaven 


We were talking...about the rain 
that swept our county during the first 


week of the New Year and the sense of. 


cleansing and renewal that remained 
after it ceased. 

It seems very fitting that rain 
should usher in the year, as if it were 


undergoing a baptism and being: 


offered to us fresh and shriven of all 
last year’s mistakes and problems and 
imbued with new potential for growth. 


THE AIR AND earth seem to 
awaken to greater beauty and 
brightness. Dust that has accumu- 
lated on every static thing is washed 
away. The dullness and ‘‘oldness’’ of 
which we were not even aware, is 
suddenly gone from the trees and 
fields and buildings. Colors are softer, 
deeper, the air crisp and translucent, 
the horizon sharp and defined. 


It is as though we see the world 
through new eyes, with greater 
perception and appreciation. 


It seemed to me significant that in 
those first days when we celebrate the 
baptism of Jesus, the incarnation of 
God’s Word and expression of his 
love, that our own corner of the 
earth—a visible expression of that 


Word and love—should unite itself 
with us and him in a great, triumphant 
cleansing and renewal. 


IT SEEMS sacramental—a sign of 
the harmony between Creator and 
created—a declaration of oneness and 
interrelatedness. ‘‘You send forth 
springs into the watercourses that 
wind among the mountains...you 
water the mountains from your 
place...you send forth your spirit and 
they are created and you shall renew 
the face of the earth.’’ 


And, as always, there are things to 
be learned from the ways of nature. 
What is gone is gone, what is cleansed 
is cleansed, what is swept away is 
swept away. There is no need to linger 
on what is past, unless to find wisdom 
and remembered joy there. If we are 
to benefit from renewal, we need to 
welcome it with resolution and look 
ahead with anticipation to renewed 
opportunities. 


A new year, a new life, a new 
chance to become what we must be 
but are not yet! It is a challenge and a 
reassurance. Challenging, because 
once again we are called to shake 
ourselves from our sluggishness and 


dislodge all that accumulated dust of 
carelessness and apathy, of promises 
made and broken, and all the endless 
games we play to avoid pursuing our 
potential! 


REASSURING, because once again, 
there is another chance to start anew, 
to be renewed, to try again. It is so 
characteristic of God, that again and 
again, year after year and day after 
day, he will wash away what is dulling 
and unproductive in our lives, what 
deadens sight and hearing, in a 
torrent of forgiveness and love, and 
let us drink deeply. of the water of his 
life. If we will let him! 


Like all forms of conversion, the 
idea of a new year can be both 
exhilarating and calming. It is 
exhilarating to be part of new 
beginnings, to face anew the un- 
known. It is calming to. know that, 
with God, there are always new 
opportunities to do the work that he 
needs us to do and become the person 
he would have us be. 


What, one wonders, will this year 
bring? There are so many possibili- 
ties, so many choices, so many ways 
to make as much as we can of this 


year, to make as much as we can of 
ourselves! 


ONE OF THE things | love most 
about God is that, for him, our failures 
are never an end, but always a 
beginning, another lesson in his. 
school of life. If we did not do so well 
last year, well, this year we may do 
better. If we did well, perhaps this 
year will prove even more successful: 


This is a- time for optimism and 
enthusiasm, new vision, and new 
objectives. And, as always, it is a time 
for thanks. Thanks for the joys and 
pains, successes and lessons of the 
past. Thanks for whatever will be in 
the future, whether it seems good or 
bad, because this is life and God’s 
tender gift to us. 


GOD’S MERCY may fall on us ‘‘like 
the gentle rain from heaven’’, but his 
love descends like a flood, sometimes 
a hurricane, to lift us from where we 
are, to where, for his sake and our 
own, we should be. , : 


How right it seems that at this time 
of ‘‘baptism’’, we should release the 
past and make new resolution, new 
commitment of ourselves to our 
future!

Pro, con over Spanish language 


It is ironic that E. Zahn’s letter (Dec. 16) 
about ‘‘Mexican-Americans’”’ being ‘‘for- 
eign-born’’ should appear in an issue 
containing no less than five stories dealing 
with the Hispano: 


The page 5 story, with Bishop Maher’s 
statement that the Guadalupe celebration 
this year was the “‘largest and best ever;”’ 
Michael Newman’s interview with Assemb- 
lyman Pete Chacon, a Chicano; Father 
Manuel Lopez’ article in Spanish on Our 
Lady of Guadalupe, Patroness of the 
Americas, together with a related picture. 


Also on page 16 the Priests’ Senate 
resolutions forcefully underscoring the 
diocese’s commitment to the Spanish 
speaking by asking for more preparation of 
priests and pastors serving the Hispano; and 
the final page showing several photographs 
of the Guadalupe celebration in San Diego. 


My point is that ours is a diocese that 
reflects a diversity of cultures, races and 
languages. Neither our diocese nor our 
country is a melting pot. Even our money 
says this: ‘‘E pluribus unum”’ (from many, 
one.) We are many diverse groups, whether 
Polish or blacks or Irish or German, who 
strive to maintain their: racial, ethnic and 
cultural differences. Why? Because it is 
good to be different. 


More specifically, reader Zahn’s misap- 
prehensions should be cleared: 


1. ‘“‘Mexican-Americans’’ are not ‘‘for- 
eign-born.’’ Many of our ancestors, whether 
in the U.S. or in South America, were here 
long before white settlers trekked out West. 


2. Reader Zahn makes a facile equation of 
America with the United States. The United 
States is part of America; for Canada, 
Mexico and the Central and South American 
countries are also part of the American 
continent. ; 

3. Zahn insults those of us who speak 
Spanish when he implies that ours is “‘a 
language of the past.’’ At least 20 countries 
of the world speak primarily Spanish. And, 
according to the World Almanac of 1976, of 
these 20 countries, the U.S. ranks fifth in the 
line-up according to population (the U.S. has 
about 23 million Spanish surnamed persons). 

Incidentally, what of the millions of 
Italian, Polish, German and French speaking 
peoples of the U.S.? Are their languages 


_ also relegated to the pantheon of ‘‘past’’ or 
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dead languages? If all of these persons do 
not speak English (perhaps many of them 
are bilingual and bi-cultural), does it mean 
that are not ‘‘American?’’ 


4. Finally, Zahn’s ire over the waste of 
money for printing Mexican-American 
ballots is misplaced. History would teach 
him that the Treaty of Guadalupe Hidalgo of 
1848 gave Mexicans choosing to remain in 
U.S. terrirory the right to express their 
culture and language. Of course this 
provision was never honored, and the time is 
late, but bilingual ballots show that at least 
now the government is trying to redress a 
long-standing injustice.

What. is the central doctrine, . the 
fundamental mystery of the Christian 
religion? The Incarnation of the Son of God? 
Certainly one could make a strong case for 
that. But the very mention of the Son of God 
suggests an even more basic truth—the= 
Trinity—a concept most difficult for the 
human mind to grasp. 


How can there be a Father, Son, and Holy 
Spirit, equal and divine, without there being 
three Gods? If the Son is ‘‘begotten’’ of the 
Father, did the Father exist before Him? If 
the Father and the Son ‘‘send’’ the Holy 
Spirit, is He not in some way subordinate to 
them? ; 


THE NEW Testament authors give no 
indication of concern about such problems. 
Later Church writers had to come to grips 
with the implications of the mystery, but it 
took them centuries to arrive at a consistent 
formulation which would do justice to the 
data of revelation and the demands of 
human reason. 


With the help of concepts borrowed from 
Greek philosophy, they spoke of three divine 
“‘Persons’”’ in one divine ‘‘Nature,’’ thereby 
safeguarding both unity and trinity, a basic 
terminology familiar to us since-childhood. If 
it does nothing else, it helps us give 
stammering human expression to a mystery 
which defies such expression. 


It is doubly strange that the apostolic 
Church was apparently indifferent to 
theological speculation on this point. 
Steeped in the doctrine of the Old 
Testament, they were confirmed monothe- 
ists. For them there was one God, Yahweh, 
and He was uniquely one. Yet, in a few 
decades after the Ascension, they could 
state their belief in the divinity of Christ and 
the Spirit. 

IN THE letter to the Philippians, probably 
written from Ephesus about 53 A.D., Paul 
quotes and even earlier liturgical hymn: 
“‘Though he was in the form of God, he did 
not deem equality with God something to be 
grasped at. 


‘Rather, he emptied himself and took the 
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Come Holy Spirit into our hearts 


Take the Spirit seriously 


By Eugene S. Geissler 


The time has come, I think, to take the 
Spirit of God seriously. We have given him 
lip service in the sign of the cross, at the end 
of our prayers, and in our traditional 
expressions of faith, the creeds. Yes, unlike 
the disciples whom Paul found in Ephesus 
that did not know there was so much as a 
Holy Spirit (Acts 19:2), we have known for a 
long time that there is a Holy Spirit. 


The apostles took the Holy Spirit seriously 
because He came upon them and they felt 
His power in them. Thanks to the Holy 
Spirit, and for reasons unknown, He is 


_coming upon men and women again in such 
-a way that they are feeling His power within 


themselves much like it is related in the Acts 


and much like Paul talks about in his letters 


~ to the Corinthians and-the Galatians, for 


instance. 


THE APOSTLES were changed by the 
coming of the Holy Spirit and so are men 
changed today by the coming of the Holy 
Spirit. 

Men and women are always changing of 
course. But the real changes in us, the ones 
that turn us toward God are all from the Holy 
Spirit. Repentence and conversion—that 
two-fold process of turning away from sin 
and turning to God—are not accomplished 
without the help of the Holy Spirit. 

It is the Spirit who teaches us to say 
‘Abba, Father’’ (Galatians 4:6). If at long 
last after an absence of seven years a young 
man matured finds his way into church to 


in Faith 


form of a slave, being born in the likeness of 
men...Because of this, God highly exalted 
him and bestowed upon him the name above 
every other name, so that at Jesus’ name 
every knee must bend...and every tongue 
proclaim to the glory of God the Father: 
Jesus Christ is Lord!’’ (Philippians 2:6-7, 9,- 
10a, 11). 


This is just one of innumerable New 
Testament passages in which faith in the 
divinity, the Lordship of Christ is clearly 
professed. 


LINKED WITH the Father and the Son in 
several places is the Holy Spirit. Perhaps the 
most widely known verse is in the conclusion 
to the Gospel according to Matthew: “‘...go, 
therefore, and make disciples of all the 
nations. Baptize them in the name ‘of the 
Father, and of the Son, and of the- Holy 
Spirit’ ’’ (Matthew 28:19). 


As the note in the New American Bible 
points out, ‘‘the baptismal formula reflects 
the Church’s gradual understanding of God 
as three Persons.’’ (Matthew was written 
between 80 and 90 A.D.). 


An earlier formula is, perhaps, suggested 
by Luke’s version of Peter’s Pentecost 
sermon: ‘‘You must reform and be baptized, 
each one of you, in the name of Jesus Christ, 
that your sins may be forgiven; then you will 
receive the gift of the Holy Spirit’ (Acts 
2:38). Notice the linking of Christ and the 
Holy Spirit. 


IN A letter to the Corinthians (about 56 
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Roots of Our Faith: 


Does the Spirit change our lives? 


A.D.), Paul writes: ‘‘There are different 
gifts but the same Spirit; there are different 
ministries but the same Lord; there are 
different works but the same God who 
accomplishes all of them in everyone’’ 
(Corinthians 12:4-6). 


This last passage illustrates the interests 
of the biblical authors. Their psychology, 
culture, mind-set were different from ours. 
As heirs of Greek culture and philosophy, we 
think in terms of definitions, distinctions, 
abstract essences. 


We want to know just what something is. 
They were primarily interested in what 
something or someone did. Questions like 
these were of paramount importance to 


. them: What has God done for us in our 


history? What has He accomplished for us in 
the Christ-event? 


WHAT DOES the risen Lord do for us now 
in our living of the Christian life? What is the 
activity of the Spirit in the community and in 
our individual lives? They thought in terms 
of function rather than of essence. And that, 
ultimately, is why they left us no ‘‘theology’’ 
of the Incarnation or the Trinity. 


Their immediate concern was living a 
Christian life, and they told us many 
wonderful things about the impact of the 
Trinity on our actual Christian existence. 
Paul has much to say about the tremendous 
gifts imparted by the Spirit and the very 
positive influence of the Spirit on our lives. 
In his letter to the Romans, read chapter 8, 
verses 11, 14-16, and 26.

worship God again...if a sinner drifting with 
the world finds his way again to the

son—a young man or woman who had 
repudiated the Church leaves behind his/her 
apostasy and return to his/her ‘‘Father’s 
house’’...are we to say that any of these are 
accomplished in any other way than by the 
Holy Spirit? 


WE CAN call the force at work by the 
name of ‘‘grace,’’ but the ‘“‘amazing grace’’ 
at work is the Holy Spirit. Let no one say that 
it has been accomplished by his own 
ingenuity, or by his own prayer and fasting, 
or even by his love and kindness. 


We can do all these things but if the Spirit 
does not help us, does not intercede for us 
(Romans 8:26-27), the smoke of our sacrifice 
clings to earth, our offering as that of Cain 
goes unregarded, and all our words and 
deeds are proved inadequate. 


We were led lately, my wife and I, to seek

was nevertheless missing. “‘Come Holy 
Spirit into our hearts and give us a gift of 
prayer together,’’ we asked. 


WELL, EVER since we first married 
(which is a long time now), we had made 
attempts again and again to have a life of 
prayer together. We wanted simply to be 
able to pray together, peacefully, devoutly, 
and fruitfully. If never quite worked. I don’t 
know exactly why not.

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Does the Spirit Change Lives? 
The Holy Spirit of God's 
love converts our hearts

Everyone who falls in love sees things 
differently. Love changes people’s lives and 
drives away their fears. The Welsh poet, 
Dylan Thomas describes it this way: 


“Tf I were tickled by the rub of love... 


I would not fear the gallows nor the axe, 
nor the crossed sticks. of war. 


I would not fear the devil in the loin, nor 
the outspoken grave.”’ 


Falling in love creates a new outlook on 
life. We all know how fire transforms that 
which it burns. Love is fire invented the 


second time, Its capacity to change people is 


nothing short of miraculous. 


CONVERSION AND the consequent life 
change is almost invariably caused by love. 
This is clear from regular human experi- 
ences. It is no less true when one has a 
religious experience of God. How is God 
experienced as love? 


Through the dynamic outreach of His Holy 
Spirit. Read the Acts of the Apostles and see 
how many people are touched by love, that 
is, by the presence of the Holy Spirit. Those 
pages are filled with descriptions of people 
changed by the mighty ‘‘breath of God.”’ 


How are such people changed? For one 
thing they seem to have little difficulty 
seeing the link between God and people and 
the world. Reality acquires for them a kind of 
transparency in which the divine presence is 
perceived to permeate all relationships that 
are open. 


JUST AS a romantic young lover can 
dance all night, paint life with rosy colors 
and burst with enthusiasm, so also those 
who come to know the Spirit—love from 
God. 


Enthusiasm is a key word. It comes from 
the Greek ‘‘en-theos,’’ the God within. And 
this, therefore, tends not to be an 
enthusiasm that wanes after the “‘first 
fervor’’ of the impact of love departs. 


Unlike those devoted to the contemporary 
fashion for self realization, those who walk in 
the Spirit are more interested in the love that 
links people together. They do not repudiate 
self fulfillment, but they insist that it be 
related to interpersonal relationships with 
people and with God. 


THE ACTS of the Apostles is a case study 
in the change wrought in people by 


experiencing the Holy Spirit. Once moved by 
the Spirit they begin to preach Christ, heal 
the sick, exorcise evil, discern the truth, love 
passionately, teach energetically, prophesy 
and die for love. Their religious experience 
moves quickly from the event of “‘spirit 
~shock’’ to the types of behavior just 
mentioned. x 


They touched the Lord at the point of His 
love. That is what gave them the daring to 
speak up before princes and kings, to charm 
an empire into the royal community of 
Christ, to die courageously for the One they 


_ loved and to know they were loved in return. 


Recall how Romeo tells Juliet the method 


~ he used in reaching her despite all obstacles. 


“With love’s light wings, I did o’er perch 
these walls. For walls cannot keep love out. 
And that which love dare do, that will love 
attempt.”’ 


THE EARLY Christians had the good 
grace to let down their guard, their walls, so 
that the flight of the Spirit into the very 
marrow of their bones was immensely 
successful. Changed by the Spirit, they 
turned the fire of that love on an alienated 
world which was hungering for just such a 
fulfillment. 


In the first sermon of Peter at Pentecost, 
the chief of the Apostles calls for 
repentance—change/conversion. His ser- 
mon had shaken his listeners. He was not 
preaching a detached recitation of dry facts, 
but a personal testimony designed to change 
the hearts of his listeners. 


Peter had much more at stake than just 
presenting a neutral view of Jesus. His own 
soul knows the glory of God and he is 
anxious that all the world share in his own 
vision and joy. Good news in his heart called 
for a compelling message on his lips. 


SMALL WONDER thatthe listeners 
claimed they were pierced to the heart. 
Peter’s talk served as a supreme conscious- 
ness raiser, driving to the surface the 
fundamental thirst for the divine that God 
plants in all human hearts. 


This is no whiling away the hour with 
curious discourse. People’s lives are at 
stake. The course of future history is the 
gamble of this hour. Thus the central 
question takes shape. The cry is heard on all 
sides: ‘‘What shall we do?’’ “‘Let the Spirit 
change you.”’ 


And how well he did. 


NEXT WEEK Roots of Our Faith asks ‘“‘Why sacrifice? Does God need this of man?’’ What are 
the terms of sacrifice in the Old Testament? How is Jesus’ death seen as sacrifice? The early 
Church regarded Jesus’ death as an act of reconciliation and seems to have seen it as sacrifice 
only gradually.

When someone 
comes to us and 
announces that the 
Lord has told them 
“‘such and such we 
often meet them with ~ 
an incredulous stare 
or open mockery. 
This is especially true 
when what they tell 
us the Lord is supposed to have said is 
so un-Christian, so much against the 
spirit of the Gospel, so against our 
sense of Jesus as we have learned it in 
the bosom of the Church and from the 
lives of the saints, that our understand- 
ing of ChriStianity is outraged and 
shocked. 


There will always be false prophets 
around who come to us disguised as 
sheep but underneath are ravenous 
wolves (Matthew 7:15). Jesus said that 
we will know them by their fruits 
(Matthew 7:16). 


ON THE other hand Jesus has 
promised us the Spirit of truth (John 
14:16). Moreover he has told he that he 
would be with us always, even to the 
end of time (Matthew 28:20). 


We see this promise being fulfilled in 
the Acts of the Apostles. St. Peter calls 
the prophet Joel to the witness stand: “‘I 


Their sons and daughters shall proph- 
esy, your young men shall see visions, 
your old men shall dream dreams.”’ 
(Acts 2:17) 


Besides, were we not promised 
through the prophet Jeremiah that 
“Deep within them I will plant my Law, 
writing it on their hearts...’’? There will 
be no further need for neighbor to try to 
teach neighbor or brother to say to 
brother, ‘‘Learn to know Yahweh! No, 
they will all know me, the least no less 
than the greatest—since I will forgive 
their iniquity.’’ (Jeremiah 31:33+)

will pour out my spirit on all mankind. — 
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goes on to say that, “‘God spoke to our 
ancestors through the prophets; but in 
our own time, the last days, he has 
spoken to us through his Son, the Son 
that he has appointed to inherit 
everything and through whom he made 
everything there is.’’ (Hebrews 1:1) 


Therefore, everything that one re- 
ceives in prayer from the Lord must now 
be compared with Jesus who is the 
Word of God become flesh. Jesus is the 
standard for every communication from 
God. 


But Jesus has given us the Church 
through whom he has also inspired the 
written word of God. And the Church 
has received the promise that ‘‘the 
gates of the underworld can never hold 
out against it (the Church).’’ (Matthew

MOREOVER, TO Peter, the leader of 
the Church, Jesus said, “‘I will give you 
the keys of the kingdom of heaven:

loosed in heaven.’’ (Matthew 16:19) 


Therefore the Church has become the 
living standard by which a supposed

judged. 

Even the great Apostle Paul submit- 
ted his message from God to the 
judgment of the Church: “‘Privately I 
laid before the leading men the Good 
News as I proclaimed it among the 
pagans; I did so for fear the course I was 
adopting...would not be allowed...these 
leaders, these pillars, shook hands with. 
Barnabas and me as a sign of 
partnership: we were to go to the 
pagans...’’ (Galatians 2:2, 9) 


If the great Apostle and prophet St. 
Paul had to submit to the Church what 
he received in prayer so must we all: 
‘‘We must be most careful to remember 
that the interpretation of scriptural 
prophecy is never a matter for the 

. individual.’’ (2 Peter 1:20)

Gift-giving old tradition

I have found while calling at homes of 
strayed sheep or visiting persons who have 
stopped worshiping regularly on Sundays, 
the most common explanation given for their 
absence from Mass is this: Priests were 
always preaching about or asking for 
money. 


That objection may, in many or most 
cases, simply be a rationalization, in effect.a 
kind of ‘‘copout’’ to cover up laziness, 
indifference, a guilty conscience or lack of 
faith. But in some instances the clergy have 
been pre-occupied in the pulpit with 
financial concerns. 


WE HOPE, of course, that priests today 
avoid such an undue emphasis and limit 
their monetary appeals to once or twice a 
year spiritual exhortations on the value of 
generosity in sharing with others. . 


However, they should not shift to the 
opposite-extreme by removing the collection 
of a congregation’s offerings from the 
worship service. This conveys the impres- 
sion that money is evil and unclean, bad and 
unworthy of the liturgy. 


Neither current Church directives nor 
ancient Christian tradition supports such a 
view. The present Roman Missal in its 
General Instruction, article 49, speaking of 
the ‘period after the General Intercessions 
and before the preparation of bread and 
wine at the altar, recommends: “‘This is also 
the time to bring forward or to collect money 
or gifts for the poor and the Church. These 
are to be laid in a suitable place but not on 
the altar.’’ 


CHURCH HISTORY, moreover, indicates 
the procession of gifts dates back to the first 
Christian centuries. We even find written 
testimony in the ‘‘Ordines Romani”’ as early 
as the end of the seventh century that the 
Pope, flanked by assistants, came down 
toward the people to receive their offerings. 

In the beginning, not only bread and wine 
were brought forward, but also other items 
destined for use in the Church, e.g., oil and 
candles. From the 11th century on, however, 

-legal tender gradually replaced these 
specific objects. 


Some parishes, in an attempt to minimize

distraction at the Eucharist, place baskets 
near the entrances before Mass. Ushers then 
merely collect those receptacles after the 
liturgy begins, combine their contents, and 
carry them to the altar after the General 
Intercessions. 


WE PREFER a different and probably 
more common approach at our parish. 


The celebrant sits after the prayer of the 
faithful as an ample number of ushers 
quickly come to the front with the collection 
baskets. These are then handed from person 
to person with the usher only supervising the 
flow from one pew to the next. 


With the task completed, a family (or the 
ushers, if the assigned people fail to show) 
beings forward the bread, wine and money. 


THIS PROCEDURE possesses _ several 
advantages: it provides a quiet reflection 
time after the homily with, if feasible, 
appropriate instrumental or choral back- 
ground music; it means the celebrant does 
not proceed with the Mass until after the 
collection has been finished; it gives 
parishioners a more active part in the 
gathering process; it makes the procession a 
very natural and needed ceremony; it 
involves a family more intimately in the 
liturgy. 

Fulfilling the function of gift bearer is an 
honor, but still a challenge for most families. 
Being on public display while taking up the 
offerings and more, when returning to their 


séats, tends to make our parishioners a bit 


nervous. 


When the assigned Sunday nears, it 
usually calls for haircuts and best dresses 
and shined shoes, sometimes even the 
sacrament of Penance for an_ entire 
household. 


FOR THAT reason, we avoid asking 
people to fulfill that function as they enter 
the Church before Mass or tapping persons 
in the pews for the task prior to a 
celebration. This diminishes its significance 
and can cause discomfort among parishion- 
ers. : 


Instead, a bimonthly list is sent with the 
date and Mass assigned and each family’s 
phone number. They can then, on their own, 
make any switches necessary.

children are major factors in influencing the religious 
belief and practice of the children.’’ 


WASHINGTON—Young people in the United 
States challenge religious beliefs at an earlier age 
than in the past, according to a study on religion and 
American youth. 


The study published here by the U.S. Catholic 
Conference (USCC) also concluded that parental 
religious belief and practice is the dominant 
influence on the religious belief and practice of 
adolescents and young adults. 


ENTITLED ‘‘Religion and American Youth: With 
Emphasis on Catholic Adolescents and Young 
Adults,’’ the study was commissioned by the USCC 
Education Department’s office of research, policy 
and program development. ‘ 


It was made by Father Raymond H. Potvin, Dr. 
Dean R. Hoge and Dr, Hart M. Nelsen, all 
sociologists at the Boys Town Center for the Study of 
Youth Development at the Catholic University of 
America. The center assumed the cost of the study. 


“The main impacts of secular intellectualism and 
experience with different beliefs occur in high school 
more often today than several decades ago,’’ the 
study said. ‘‘Some research has documented that 
the reported age of first religious doubt has dropped 
an average of two years since 1948.’’ 


THE STUDY also noted a greater desire among : 


adolescents and young adults for freedom and 
self-fulfillment, together with less willingness to 
accept either civil or religious authority. 


The study focuses on two age groups: adolescents 


between the ages of 13 and 18, mainly junior and 
senior high school youth; and young adults between 
the ages of 18 and 29. It attempts to describe the 
religious attitudes, beliefs and behavior of those two 
groups, to explain changes in them and to make 
projections for the future. 


Describing the religious belief and behavior of 
adolescents, the study reported a decline from 83 
per cent in 1951 to 70 per cent in 1975 of those who 
believe in a personal God. The drop was greatest 
among Catholics, from 88 per cent to 68 per cent. 
Among Protestants, the percentage dropped from 84 
to 75 and among Jews from 38 to 21. 


THE DECLINE in weekly attendance at religious 
services was also greatest among Catholics, from 81 
to 55 per cent. Among Protestants, the percentage 
dropped from 68 to 43 and among Jews from 35 to 
10. 


The study also reported declines in recent years in 
the percentage of adolescents who believe in life 
after death, regard the Bible as God’s word and pray 
daily. 

In various areas of moral judgment and behavior, 
the study noted significant increases in the 
percentages of adolescents who consider sexual 
relations before marriage to be all right in some 
circumstances. It also noted increases in the use of 
marijuana or other drugs, in suicide, truancy, 
running away from home, fraud and theft. The 
percentage of assaults, however, dropped by half. 


The study reported the relationship of various 
factors to religious and moral belief and practice. It 
found that belief and practice declines among 
adolescents as they grow older. 


THE RESEARCHERS recommended adapting 
programs to the adolescent, who feels the need to 
question previously accepted beliefs. ‘‘If such 
personal confrontation with religious truth is 
encouraged, the decline in religiousness as the 
adolescent grows older may be arrested to some 
extent,’’ they said. 


The study also found that being enrolled in 
religion classes makes a significant difference in the 
degree of religious belief and practice. 


‘““& major factor which influences the religious- 
ness of youth is their parents’ 
religion,’’ the study said. It noted the finding that 
parent-child relationships and parental images are 
important in the formation of concepts of God. 
“Parents influence their children’s religion overtly 
by socialization and indirectly by the way they relate 


orientation to. 


to their children,’’ it said. 


IN THE SECTION on young adults, the study 
reported a decline between 1969 and 1973 in the 
percentages of college students who believe that 
extramarital sexual relations, having an abortion, 
homosexual relations, and premarital relations are 
wrong. 


The percentages of those who welcomed more 
emphasis on self-expression and sexual freedom 
increased, while the percentage of those wanting 
more respect for authority decreased. 


The study reported on a survey of students at a 
Catholic college which found increases between 1961 
and 1971 from 17 to 82 per cent who said it was all 
right to date non-Catholics with marriage intentions, 
from 17 to 70 per cent who said it was all right 
usually not to say evening prayers, and from 6 to 75 
per cent who approved heavy necking with a steady 
date. 

The study found increases in approval of having 


some serious doubts about religion, reading an 
obscene magazine and drinking to become high. 
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THE CHANGES were attributed to increased 


_ emphasis on personal conscience and _ greater 


questioning of Church authority after the Second 
Vatican Council. 


Data indicated, the study said, that in terms of 
church attendance, self-reported religiosity or 
religious knowledge and understanding, Catholic 
college graduates score higher than graduates of 
non-Catholic colleges. 


Among young adults too, the study said, research 
indicates that parental religious belief and practice 
and parental relations with their children are major 
factors in influencing the religious belief and 
practice of the children. 


THE BOYS TOWN Center researchers attributed 
changes among young Catholic adults to increased 
assimilation to modern American culture. ‘‘Efforts 
to define Christian principles of behavior in new 
social situations are sorely needed,’’ they said. 


The study suggested that an increase in both 
religious and political independence in U.S. society 
has set the stage for large-scale rejection by 
Catholics of the reaffirmation of Church opposition 
to artificial birth control in the encyclical Humanae 
Vitae. 


Among the study’s projections for the future are: 
—The changes in U.S. society over the past five 
decades are not likely to be reversed. These include 


greater stress on personal freedom and _ less 
adherence to detailed codes of moral behavior. 


— The rapid decline in religious belief and practice 
among Catholics since the Second Vatican Council is 
probably over, but its effects are now being felt 
among younger children. Religious instruction will 
have to adapt to a greater degree of questioning 
among them.

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"Defense of Life and Religious Liberty’ 


The following is the full text of Bishop Leo T. 
Maher’s pastoral letter, ‘‘Defense of Life and Religious 
Liberty” issued for Jan. 22, 1977: 


The First Amendment to the Constitution of the United 
States provides that ‘‘Congress shall make no law respecting 
an establishment of religion, or prohibiting the free exercise 
thereof; or abridging the freedom of speech, or of the press; 
or the right of the people peaceably to assemble, and to 
petition the Government for a redress of grievances.”’ 


The freedoms assured by this amendment are closely allied 
to the inalienable rights asserted in the Declaration of 
Independence. If we are to enjoy those rights to life; liberty 
and the pursuit of happiness, we must protect the freedoms of 
religion, speech, press and peaceable assembly. It is an 
unfortunate characteristic of our times that the right to life 
and freedom of religion have both been challenged. 


RESPECT FOR the dignity of the human person is a basic 
principle of the Judaeo-Christian tradition. This principle, 
reflected in the U.S. Constitution, affirms that every person is 
created equal and endowed by the Creator with an inalienable 
right to life. 


Human life is not an abstraction. God confers the gift of life 
on each person, and this precious gift is the basis of an 
enduring personal relationship between God and the 
individual. Moreover, this relationship promises eternal 
union and unending happiness.

Human life is also the basis of our shared humanity—an 
essential quality which each of us possesses in a unique and 
highly personal way. Though we are individuals, our shared 
humanity is the basis of community among us and serves as 
the common bond for all types of personal relationships. 


THERE HAVE been times in history when the basic dignity 
and equality of all human beings have been denied or 
ignored. As a result some people were denied recognition as 
persons, or restricted in the enjoyment of their fundamental 
human rights. But this did not and could not change the basic 
fact that each person—young or old, rich or poor, famous or 
unknown, sick or healthy—is entitled by God to recognition 
and support as a member of the human family. 


The gift of life does not make us self-sustaining or 
self-sufficient. At every stage of development, even in 
adulthood, each of us is more or less dependent on others. 
Dependence is most pronounced for the unborn, the very 
young, the very old, and the handicapped. ~ 


For four.years now—since the fateful abortion decision of 
the U.S. Supreme Court on Jan. 22, 1973— the law of our land 
has denied unborn children their basic right to life. The 
unborn are victims of increasing discrimination and 
destruction. 


DURING THE past year, more than one million children 
were killed by abortion in the United States. In Washington, 
D.C., in the Bicentennial year, there were more abortions 
than live births. Moreover, the argument is advanced that the 
government must pay for abortions, especially among the 
poor and minorities, because it may be more expensive in the 
long run for society to allow a poor child to be born than to 
terminate his or her life by abortion. 


Concern and respect for the poor and disadvantaged are 
obligations of all Americans. But if human dignity means 
anything, the rapidly growing social policy of aborting the 
children of the poor and minorities must be rejected. 

We must—and we can—find new ways to help the poor 
overcome poverty. We must—and we certainly can—provide 
better maternity and infant health care to all women and their 
children, unborn and born. There is no justification for 
directly and deliberately destroying more than one million 
unborn human beings each year for the sake of hypothetical 
social and economic gains. 


THE DISRUPTIVE ramifications of permissive abortion are 
becoming increasingly apparent. Reaffirming the theory on 
which it based its earlier decisions, the Supreme Court ruled 
last July that a father can do nothing to protect his child from 
abortion once the mother has made up her mind. The court 
also said that parents cannot interfere with the abortions of

their teenage daughters. 


Abortion is a human rights issue involving the most 
fundamental of all human rights, the right to life, without 
which other human rights do not exist. 


We recognize the primacy of life as a value, as a condition 
for all other rights. The right to life is the crown of all other 
rights. A crime against life is a crime against all other rights. 
Human life is sacred from the first moment of conception until 
the last instant of natural survival. Because life is sacred, it 
must be protected from any arbitrary power to terminate it; it 
is worthy of all respect, all care, all dutiful sacrifice. 


ABORTION IS a crime against the sacredness of human 
life. It violates the sacrosanct moral principal of the right to 
life itself. Respect for life constitutes the basis of the moral 
order and civilization. Abortion is an attack not only on the 
unborn, but also on civilization itself and the common good. 
There is no such thing as a victimless abortion. 


When religious bodies speak out against the victimization 
of the unborn, those who advocate abortion would have their 
critics silenced by suggesting that the First Amendment 
guarantees ‘‘separation of church and state.’’ But the 
primary and controlling principle of the First Amendment is 
that of religious liberty. 


Religion occupies a ‘‘preferred position’’ in our 
constitutional concepts, which is superior to other community 
or individual interests. The ‘‘free exercise’ clause is 
embodied in the First Amendment for the purpose of 
protecting religious liberty and freedom of speech, even for 
those who wish to proclaim the ‘‘free choice’’ for abortion. 


SOME WOULD deny the ‘‘free exercise’’ of religion and 
thereby destroy the impact of religious thought and moral 
teaching, especially in reference to the crime of abortion. Of 
course, the ‘‘free exercise’’ principle is bound to come in 
conflict with the ‘‘free choice’’ principle of the abortionist. 


The religious community operates within the context of a 
social structure. The government operates within the same 
social structure, furnishing the security necessary for 
religious freedom. The wall-of-separation metaphor is hardly 
apt as a description of this relationship. A wall implies 
complete separation; but complete separation of religion and 
government is not supported by history, logic, or common 


sense. 


THE SEPARATION terminology is not found in the First 
Amendment, but is a convenient form of verbal shorthand to 
express the two explicit restraints stated in the Constitution in 


favor of freedom of religion. 


Moreover, the First Amendment clearly connects freedom 
of religion with freedom of speech and of the press. Defend 
free exercise of religion we must! Speak out and give witness 
we must! Defend life we must!

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Credit union can ‘pay off’ for Catholics in North $.D. County 


Southern Cross Reporter 


ENCINITAS—Putting something aside for a rainy day can 
now pay off handsomely for northern San Diego County 
Catholics, according to Edward Moore. 


Moore is manager and treasurer of the North, County 
Catholic Credit Union (NCCCU), headquartered here, which 
was expanded to serve 11 parishes last October. 


A CREDIT UNION “‘is simply a group of people with 
common interests—in this case their parish communities— 
who agree to save money together and lend it to each other as 
needed,’’ Moore explained. 


Describing them as a kind of ‘‘private financial 
institution’’, Moore said the credit union offers members high 
dividends on their savings and access to low cost loans. 


And that, he said, is what his credit union has been doing 
since 1955 when it was first organized to serve members of St. 
John parish, Encinitas. In 1968 membership was expanded to 
include St. James parish, Solana Beach. 


SINCE IT BEGAN more than 20 years ago the credit union 
represented by Moore has made $6 million in loans. It has 
grown to 980 members and has assets of nearly $1 million, he 
said. 


Now that it has expanded to serve 11 north county parishes 
Moore sees, conservatively, a possible membership of 15,000 


(heads of household).

“DIVIDENDS ON their savings are high,”’ he said, noting 
that ‘‘over the last seven years dividends of NCCCU have 
averaged 5.6 per cent.”’ 


Unsecured loans up to a $5,000 limit and secured loans up 
to a $10,000 limit are available to members at an interest rate 
of one per cent a month on the unpaid balance or 12 per cent 
yearly. ‘‘Those interest rates are much better than those 
charged by credit card companies or finance companies,”’ 
Moore insists. 


He said credit union membership \is particularly 
advantageous for members of minority groups who are often 
“ripped off’’ by loan companies. 


FURTHER, HE points out, credit unions, like banks, are 
regulated by federal and state law, and deposits are federally 
insured up to $40,000. 


To join the NCCCU there is a membership fee of $1 
together with an initial deposit of $25. Members own one 
share in the union for each $5 they have on deposit, and 
dividends are paid on a per share basis. 


NCCCU is a state chartered credit union. There are three 
other parish credit unions in the diocese, St. Rose of Lima in 
Chula Vista and Holy Trinity and St. Kieran, both in El Cajon, 
all federally chartered, he said. 


ALL FOUR credit unions have been operating healthily, but

NCCCU is the only one to have expanded, according to 
Moore. And no new credit unions have been established in 
the diocese. : 


Until recently, ‘‘strict state regulations have prevented us 
from expanding, by insisting that membership must be 
limited to those Catholics living within the geographical 
boundaries of St. John and St. James parishes,’’ he 
explained. 


‘Federal regulations still inhibit changing credit union 
charters to include more parishes. And largely because of lack 
of communications and the hard work involved, it has been 
very difficult to start new credit unions in other parishes,’’ he 
said. : 


BUT THAT doesn’t stop Moore from dreaming. Now that 
NCCCU has been allowed to include nine more parishes, he 
looks to the day when it can be expanded to the entire 
diocese. ‘‘But it would be a long way off,’’ he admits. 


Eligible for membership in NCCCU are Catholics living in 
the parishes of St. John, Encinitas; St. James, Solana Beach; 
St. Patrick, Carlsbad; St. Mary Star of the Sea, Oceanside; 
Mission San Luis Rey; St. Peter, Fallbrook; St. Mark, San 
Marcos; St. Mary, Escondido; Immaculate Heart of Mary, 
Ramona; and St. Michael and St. Gabriel, both in Poway.
